The committee appointed on the 5th day of November, 
1878, for the purpose of refunding the bonded debt of the town 
at a lower rate of interest, in making this preliminary and 
partial report, beg leave to say, that they have sold nearly 
$19,000 of the new 5-20, 4 per cent. bonds, leaving only 
about $1000 unsold at this date. Your committee have no 
doubt, when the Ist day of May, 1879, arrives, at which 
time the old 6 per cent. town bonds are redeemable—that, 
without borrowing and from the sale of the new bonds alone,

they will have sufficient money with which to redeem every 
6 per cent. bond outstanding. 

Your committee congratulate the town over this successful 
financial operation, whereby a saving in interest alone will 
result to the town of more than $2500, during the period be- 
fore these 4 per cent. bonds are due, a sum equivalant to the 
payment of 12 per cent. of our bonded debt.

SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


We take pleasure in saying that our schools, during the past 
year, have been generally successful; and that many of, the re- 
sults essential to the pupils’ progress have been attained. Our 
teachers have manifested a lively interest in their work, and have 
succeeded in maintaining good order and in securing advance- 
ment satisfactory to your committee. We believe our Pruden- 
tial Committiees have exercised more than ordinary care in their 
selection of teachers, and happily succeeded in securing the ser- 
vices of such as had special adaptation to the school under their 
charge. Mutual confidence has existed between teachers and 
scholars, and parents have used their influence to encourage 
their children and to cheer and support their tercher. Thorough 
and unostentatious examinations have been in vogue,and have been 
far more satisfactory than the artificial exhibitions that have some- 
times prevailed. Lack of fault-finding on the part of individ- 

‘uals and families, with few exceptions, has been so noticeable 
that we verily hope that this old and pernicious habit has lan- 
quished beyond resuscitation. The taste and refinement of the 
teachers and pupils have done much to render attractive, by fo- 
liage trimmings, mottoes, pictures, plants, etc., many otherwise 
unsightly school-rooms, whose destruction time and neglect have 
nearly accomplished. 

A new era in relation to our schools begins to dawn at the 
approach of our next annual school-meetings; the enfranchise- 
ment of woman in matters pertaining to schools adds new wis- 
dom and fidelity to the direction of this great public interest. 
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May she fully accept this new situation and exercise more po- 
tently than ever before those peculiar traits which specially 
adapt her to have a controling voice in the education of the 
young. 

During the year the old National Series of Readers has been 
displaced by the Franklin Series—a change which has been re- 
ceived with general favor. 

Underan Act of our last Legislature, copies of the ‘*New 
State Map” have been procured for the use of our schools, which 
together with the text-books will afford our scholars the best of 
facilities for the study of the Geography of our own State. 

We recommend that the present method of dividing the school 
money be continued.
